ALL CREEDS WORK TOGETHER 


MAYORALTY NOMINATION CAM- 
PAIGNS CLOSE SATURDAY. 


Tinker and Wells Make Claims of 
Strength and Their Followers Are 
Active—Meetings and Gen 
eral Political News. 


Rev. Dr. W. B. Palmore, chairman of the 
committee of the Ministerial Alliance, to

patch Saturday: 

“We are making excellent progress with 
the selection of the committee and expect 
to be ready to announce it some time during 
the coming week. Our idea is to consoli- 
date, Af possible, the moral vote of the 
city upon honest candidates for the various 
offices, without reference to politics. 

“The committee of public safety, while 
non-partisan and non-political, will be com- 
posed of men who have affiliated with both 
parties. There will be few ministers upon 


the committee, which will consist of 50 
members. It will not be confined to the 
churches even, but men of standing and

“The committee's principal work wil! 
come after the nominations are made, for 
we do not consider it advisable to enter 
into a fight at the party primaries or con- 
ventions. The influence of the committee, 
and of the great moral sentiment behind 
them, will be exerted to secure the defeat 
of men on any ticket who are not worthy 
of the positions to which they aspire, and 
the election of men who will make honest 
and capable public officials. 

“As a preliminary step in the great fight 
for political righteousness, every minister 
in St. Louis has been asked to preach to- 
morrow upon one of the two _ subjects. 
‘Civic righteousness,’ or ‘Resnonsibilities of 
Citizenship,’ with immediate reference to 
the spring election.”

HAZING COMMITTEE REPORT 


With It Goes a Bill to the House Pro- 
viding Dismissal and Disbarment 
From Army and Navy. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The report of 
the special congressional committee which 
investigated the hazing of Cadet Booz and 
the ‘general subject of hazing at West 
Point today, was submitted to the House 
of Representatives by the chairman of the 
committee, Representative Dick, together 
with a bill making stringent regulations 
against hazing, fighting and all brutal prac- 
tices. 

The report is an exhaustive review of the 
practice of hazing in all its forms, and 
while moderate in tone is, nevertheless, a 
stinging arraignment of the many alleged 
brutal practices enumerated.

tee states that the West Point code Is 
more vicious than the Queensberry code. 

The committee finds that Cadets Arthur, 
Breth and Burton were hazed into convul-

The hazing of Cadets Booz and Breth are 
elaborately treated, but the committee

Frank Hamilton, Newspaper Writer, 
Smiles and Is Confident of Acquit- 
tal on the Charge of 
Murder. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 9.—There 
was a great rush of spectators to the court- 
room Saturday morning in anticipation of 
the opening of the trial of Frank Hamilton, 
charged with the murder of Leonard Day, 
a young millionaire, Nov.. 25, 1900.

BARKER EXPECTS ACQUITTAL 


HIS CLOSE FRIEND SAYS HE WAS 
AMPLY JUSTI®IED. 


Mrs. Barker’s Statement of the Minis- 
ter’s Offense, He Saye, Is So Clear 
as to Show Her to Be in Per- 
fect Mental Condition: 
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CONFIDENT OF ACQUITTAL.

NEWARK, N. J., Feb. 9.—The probability 
of a murder trial as the result of the Ar- 
lington tragedy looms up with the latest 
announcement from the bedside of the Rev. 
John Keller, who was shot by Thomas G. 
Barker last Sunday morning. 

Complications have set inin the wound in 
the right eye, and, if it extends to the brain, 
Keller will die. 

Barker talks freely of the shooting with 
a few of his most intimate friends. Chief 
of these is John O. Stevens, secretary of 
the Commercial! Cable Co. Nearly every 
day Mr. Stevens visits his friend in jail. 
Hie said to a reporter: 

‘‘Barker is confident that he will be ac- 
quitted and so are his friends. Iam myself 
thoroughly posted as to the cause of the 
shooting, and I do not hesitate to say that 
there was abundant justification. 

“TIT have seen both Barker's statement 
and the statement of his wife, which were 
taken stenogranhically for the use of the 
lawyers for the defense. 

‘‘No man who loves his home and honors 
his wife can read Barker's statement with- 
out meting out to him unstintingly praise 
and sympathy. 

“The clearness and fearlessness with 
which Mrs. Barker has told her story as- 
tonished me. Hler statement is the most 
convincing I ever read. It leaves absolutely 
no doubt as to the guilt of the rector. Those 
medical experts who have hypothetically 
discussed her case saying she must have 
been suffering from hysteria or: haliucina=-4 
tion would be ashamed of their utterances 
were they to read the statement. 

‘‘Barker is not the hot-headed, impetuous 
fellow that the rector’s friends have made 
him out to be. He is, on the contrary, one 
of the quietest of men. He has been close- 
ly associated with me for many years, 0oc- 
cupving the same desk and sitting every 
dav face to face with me. He never drinks 
intoxicants. He doesn't even drink coffee 
or tea at meal time, and is not in the least 
Yexcitable. He could be the first man to 
caution a person against rashly shooting 
down a fellow man. It has been said that 
he was a frequenter of saloons, that he 
spent his time in Arlington loafing around 
public places. This is far from the truth. 
The man’s whole nature was averse to 
such things,”’

JUDGE GARY’S STATEMENT CON- 
CERNING COMPANIES’ PLANS. 


Monnett, the Standard Oil Trust Fight- 
er, Delivers an Opinion on the 
Latest and Greatest Combine 
—Predicts Its Downfall.

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A TRUST FIGHTER ON THE 
GREAT STEEL COMBINE. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispateh. 

COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 9.—The grand capi- 
talization and combination of three of the 
greatest producers of raw material and of 
the producers of the finished product of the 
steel industries is but another evidence of 
the further abandonment of sovereignty in 
this decade of commercialism. The reputed 
capitalization of these industries—$47,000, - 
000—is but the exponent of the power and 
dominion of this grantee of governmental 
functions. 

If a body of ten or a dozen men, under the 
guise of directors of a corporation can ope- 
rate such a gigantic plant, will it not blaze 
the way for governmental ownership of the 
transportation companies, and arouse among 
the laboring men a demand for co-operation 
similar to the growing tendency ¥ the direc- 
tion in England? 

Such a combination cannot exist if used to 
levy an unnatural tribute upon consumers by 
excessive charges made for its products. 
Its briberies and debauching of courts and 
state and city officials cannot be concealed 
and bushed up as successfully as those of 
the Standard Oil Trust and other syndicates, 
because it will affect every household that 
uses a kettle or pot or knife or fork, every 
patron of @ street car or steam car, either 
freight or passenger service. 

It will, by the very nature of. its business, 
be jealously watched by all other allied bus:- 
ness interests. which will not brook or tol- 
erate tyranny. It will speedily array the 
gteat middie class of business men against 
it and fail of its own weight.

NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—‘‘The real object of 
these negotiations, to speak plainly, is to 
eliminate Andrew Carnegie from the stee! 
industry in this country,’’ according to the 


statement of a New York bank president, 
referring to the great steel combine now 
pending. ‘ 
Judge Elbert H. Gary, president of the 
Federal Steel Co., has made the following 
personal utterance concerning the situa- 
tion: 

“J. P. Morgan & Co., are undoubtedly 
considering pians for the acquisition of the 
properties of some of the largest iron and 
steel companies of this country. Presum- 
ably, they will not make or authorize any 
official statement until after the plans are 
perfected. It is probable there will be such 
ownership or control as to secure perfect 
and permanent harmony inthe larger lines 
of this industry. It is not intended, however, 
to obtain control of any line of business 
or to create any monopoly or trust, or in 
any way antagonize any principle or policy 
of the law. 

“The method to be adopted in acquiring 
properties ‘vill not permit any minority 
stock interest to interfere, if.such stock- 
holder were so disposed, which is not prob- 
able, as his pecuniary interest will influence 
him otherwise. He will be fully protected 
in any event. The success of the enter- 
prise will result in great benefit to the 
investor in securities, the consumers and 
the workingmen and eeerr ee. But little, 
if any, new cash will be required, and, 
therefore, the present financial conditions 
will not be disturbed. This statement is 
made solely on my own responsibility.”’ 
Concerning the steel companies’ attitude 
toward Andrew Carnegie a banker said: 
“Whenever he coul not get what he 
wanted in the way of business by any other 
means he would threaten to invade some 
other company’s territory and become the 
active competitor of the company which 
would not do his bidding. Witness, for \in- 
stance, his latest threat to build a tube 
works because the National Tube Co. had 
decided not to buy billets from the Carnegle 
company. It was only a short time before. 
that he threatened the American Sheet 
Steel Co. by announcing that he was about 
to put up a 20-mill sheet steel plant at Du- 
quesne. The sheet steel company made 
terms. The National Tube Co. did not. 
“Mr. Morgan and his friends are largely 
interested in that company, and when An- 
drew Carnegie threatene them he had 
man-sized folks to deal with. It was then 
determined that the only. way to bring 
about harmony ifn the steel trade and vre- 
vent frequent disturbances was to get rid of 
Carnegie. All that fs desired is to bring 
about, as Judge Gary has stated, perfect 
and permanent harmony.: When ndrew 
Carnegie threatened the National Tube Co. 
he made his last threat to the steel trade, 
but in making it he compelled those whom 
he threatened to buy. In this respect Mr. 
Carnegie may comfort himself with the 
thought that he retired with the record of 
never having lost a battle. 

If. as now seems certain, Mr. Carnegie is 
to receive $1500 for each $1000 share of his 
stock, the transfers in his case alone will 
be the equivalent of nearly $130, 000,000, in- 
asmuch as the great steeh magnate’s hoild- 
ings at present amount to $86,000,000. If, as 
seems probable, the minority holders are to 
he looked after bv Mr. Morgan's syndicato, 
the financeering will involve the equivalent 
of $240,000,000.

Adjutant-General May Suc- 
ced Gen, Kitchener. 


ON THE KAISER’S ADVICE 


KITCHENER WILL RETURN TO 
HIS COMMAND IN INDIA. 


King Edward Is Said to Contemplate 
the .Encompassment of Peace on 
Some Basis Through 
Gen. Wood. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyright, 1901.) 

LONDON, Feb. 9.—An important develop- 
ment in the direction of pgace in South 
Africa is believed to be impending. 

Gen. Sir Evelyn Wood, who brought 
about an arrrangement with the Boers al- 
ter Majuba (the final battle of the Boer 
war of 1880-81, ending in British defeat), is 
going out in a special capacity, probably 
as a commissioner, which wiil enable him 
to treat with the Boer generals. 

His appointment in certain circles is con- 
Sidered a virtual superseding of Lord hit- 
chener, who it is expected wiil soon be re- 
lieved and become the commander-in-chief 
in India. 

The scheme which it is believed in the 
best informed circies is afoot for the end- 
ing of the war undoubtediy is due to the 
intluence of the King, who was actuateu 
by the advice of the kaiser. 

In the absence of anything like satisfac- 
tory intelligence from Soutg Africa as to 
the development of Gen. Kitchener’s plan 
of campaign, rumors at the service ciubs 
are more plentiful than ever. The latest 
one, to the effect that Gen. Kitchener is to 
be superseded by Gen. Sir Evelyn Wood, 
received great publicity yesterday after- 
noon. 

Apparently it was ba: don the know-edge 
that Gen. Kitchener has, of late, been urg- 
ing the dispatch of additional generals to 
assist him, as well as more troops to carry 
out his operations. Gen. Wood, it is under- 
stood, has expressed a willingness to serve 
under Gen. Kitchener, but any notion of 
superseding the present commander-in- 
chief is, in some circles, considered absurd. 

When the war broke out, in October, 1899, 
the chief command of the British forces 
would have been given to Gen. Wood had 
it not been for the fact that his deafness 
practicallly disqualified him for such an im- 
portant position. The adjutant-general is 
as deaf now as he was then.

Gus Ruhlin is in every sense a physical 
giant and his general condition is first- 
class. His muscles are firm and his body 
shows no signs of adipose tissue. The only 
physical defect lies in his nose and is pri- 
marity an eld affection, and secondarily a 
fracture of that organ, with a deviation of 
the septum. 

The mucous membrane ts thickened and 
there is the usual trouble. with the turbi- 
nated bones. The nose is practically like an 
inverted funnel, the large end at the eXs 
treme opening. The air enters iggy but fg 
blocked at the internal openings. This will 
cause Ruhlin no end of trouble if the day 
of the fight is fo or rain is falling. in 
perfectly clear weather Ruhlin may not be 
seriously inconvenienced.

NEW BUILDING FOR JEWISH 
CHARITIES ASSOCIATION. 


IT WILL COST $35,000 


}Lectures by Prof. Schmidt of Cornel] 
Arouse Interest Among the 
Orthodox Clergy. 


A new building will be erected for the United 
Jewish Charity and Educational Association on 
Ninth and Oarr etreets. The corner stone will be 
laid Tuesday and the building will cost about $36,- 
000, 

Last Sunday concluded the series of lectures by 
Prof. Nathaniel Schmidt of Cornell University on 
“The Story of the Pentateuch’”’ and “‘The Book 
of Isaiah.’

Army of Merchants Will Be Guests of 
Interstate Association While the 
Spring Rush Is On. | 


About 6000 merchants from 13 states and 
territories will be in St. Louis between Feb. 
16 and April 18 for the annual meeting of 
the Interstate Merchants’ Association. | 
These merchants while in St. Louis will 
spend from $50,000 to $75,000 for hotel bills 
and amusements. Besides this the firms 
which have these merchants as their guests 
will make heavy expenditures for the enter- 
tainment of their customers. 

St. Louis is the chief distributing point 
of the West, and nearly all the merchants 
of the South and Central West buy all their 
goods here. Their bills average $25,000,000 
a year, or about $2000 each for the spring 
and $2000 for the fall trade. 

The members of the Interstate Merchants 
Association are 160 leading firms of the city, 
and these pay a membership fee of from 
$20 to $250, according to the size of their 
business. 

All merchants coming to St. Louis be- 
tween the specified dates are expected to 
buy single-trip tickets from their station to 
St. ‘Louis and secure a receipt for their 
fare. This they will present at St. Louis 
when they wish to return, and the inter- 
state association will secure for them a 
one-fifth fare rate for the return trip. 

The states which will be represented at 
the meeting are: Nebraska, lowa, Texas, 
South Dakota. Indian Territory, Oklahoma, 
Arkansas, Kansas, Missouri, Colorado, 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois.
